means it's going to be a hard strug¬ 
gle for everybody. If you miss out 
on the points against the lower-pla¬ 
ced sides (like we did against Woll¬ 
ongong) you have to concentrate 
on gaining them off the better pla¬ 
ced ones. With injuries and other 
pressures on the team it might be 
easy to loose sight of our objectives 
but we've got to ride out the setba¬ 
cks we've had with recent injuries 
to Joe Senkalski and Neal Endacott 
on the top of those boys still fight¬ 
ing back from operations, in view 
of those problems we've called on 
youth players, and a couple of guys 
weVe tried have aquitted themsel¬ 
ves well in pressure situations. A 
heartening factor is that the youth 
side is still performing well despite 
the promotion of a couple of their 
better players. This must mean well 
for the club's future. 

Newcastle United will also field a 
side in the Northern under 19 com¬ 
petition, and I know this will give 
some foundation to our youth rec¬ 
ruitment programme. Keith Harris 
is doing a fine job with the youth 
team and we are very happy with 
the development. However, none 
of these young players will benefit 
from being rushed in too early, and 
that's why we must maintain our 
hold with the first team, and push 
for a stronger place one the points 
ladder. If we re called on to prom¬ 
ote anymore young players, 1 wo¬ 
uld prefer to do it from a posit¬ 
ion of strength, not when we are 
under a great deal of pressure.

A hamstring injury meant Newcast¬ 
le fans missed out on Bob Latchto- 
rd when the former England strik¬ 
er was questing with Brisbane Lions 
last year. The good news is that 
Lions have negoeiated for Latchf- 
ord to return this year and he is bo¬ 
oked for the June 27 fixture betw¬ 
een Lions and United at the ISC. 
You might remember last year loo¬ 
king forward to the Latchford-Mick 
confrontation, but big Bob's ham- 
mie made it a no-race. Well* he visi¬ 
ted a Brisbane acupunturist last ye¬ 
ar and has since reported no prob¬ 
lems. 

Newcastle should have its own gue¬ 
st star available around the period 
of Latchford’s stay. Craig Johnston 
is expected in late May for four 
home matches. Hopefully his time 
with Newcastle will coincide with 
Latch ford'd stay and therefor pro¬ 
mote an exceedingly attractive con¬ 
frontation at the ISC, 

While on the subject of Johnston* 
in a recent issue of Australian Soc¬ 
cer Weekly a story headed Whatever 
Happened To Craig Johnston? ma¬ 
de an untimely appearance two da¬ 


de an untimely appearance two da¬ 
ys after Johnston had scored one 
and had a hand in two as Liverpool 
dumped Evert on 3-1 in the Mersey¬ 
side derby before 52.000 Goodison 
Park patrons. It's apparent Johnst¬ 
on is playing an important part in 
Bob Paisley's plans at Liverpool st¬ 
ep up the momentum in their drive 
towards another League Champion¬ 
ship. At Christmas the Reds were 
17th in the league and in a devest - 
ating charge towards the top have 
hardly flattered in reaching the top 
three. They are currently the form 


side* and with about nine weeks of 
the season remaining, who is to say 
they won’t collect the League Cha¬ 
mpionship shield to place alongside 
the League Cup they won back in 
March? 

You’ll never please the wowsers* 
but in this day and age it's worth 
noting Newcastle and the Coalfie¬ 
ld’s has not declined as the most 
productive area for locally-produc¬ 
ed Aussie soccer talent. In a recent 
PSL round we counted a dozen Ne¬ 
wcastle products plying their trade 
with six different PSL clubs. Six 
local products were in the Newcas¬ 
tle squad* Mike Milovanic and Ian 
Stone were in the Canberra line-up 
while Marshall Soper (Leichhardt), 
Graham Jennings (Olympic), Peter 
Tredinnrck (Wollongong)and Peter 
Stone (St George) also did the rou¬ 
nds. On population basis alone* it s 
doubtful any other area could mat¬ 
ch that productivity 

As a sign of the improving standards 
of Aussie soccer, one area tong cri¬ 
ticised as inadequate, has shown dr¬ 
amatic signs of improvement. Over¬ 
seas coaches have often repeated 
the claim that Australian juniorr 
and youth soccer movements seem¬ 
ed incapable of producing young 
strikers with PSL potential. There 
were always plenty of defenders 
and the odd good midfielder* but 
very few strikers. One knowledgea¬ 
ble theory was that super-critical 
Junior coaches and parents had ma¬ 
de the kids shot-shy by abusing th¬ 
ose players with flair for having a 
go at goal. On the wide expanse of 
Aussie suburban reserves a shot 
which blazes just over the crossbar 
might go IGGmetres or land in the 
creek.

It appe¬ 
ars the coaching efforts to overco¬ 
me the problem are finally showing 
results. Just take a look at a few 
PSL stars to come through in the 
past two years: Mark Koussas {Sy¬ 
dney Pfympic) won the Adidas Go¬ 
lden Shoe as top striker in last yea¬ 
r’s World Youth Cup Firials, David 
Mitchell (Adelaide City) could be 
with Sydney City as you’re reading 
this, as he's currently one of the mo¬ 
st sort after strikers in the league. 
Played alongside Koussas in Aust¬ 
ralia's youth finalists. Marshall So¬ 
per (Leichhardt) set the pace as the 
'82 striker to beat after coming fr¬ 
om the near obscurity of the Nort¬ 
hern Federation 12 months before. 

If the trend continues* club’s like 
Newcastle can hold high hopes for 
the future of such emerging strik¬ 
ers as David Lowe who can look to 
the likes of Koussas, Mitchell and 
Soper* as proof Aussie strikers are 
not an endangered species.

First division giants Tottenham will 
defend their FA Cup title against 
Queens Park Rangers at Wembley 
on May 22. 

Tottenham with an enviable Wem¬ 
bley record go into the match as 
overwhelming favourites to beat 
the second division side, Spurs ha¬ 
ve won six FA Cup finals, while th¬ 
is year is the first time QPR have 
gone as far as the semi-finals. The¬ 
re could be few greater contrasts 
as far as Cup final opponents are 
concerned. Spurs are currently the 
pride of North London and are hot 
in the quest for three major troph¬ 
ies - the League Championship, the 
European Cup-Winners Cup and 
the FA Cup. The current side, un¬ 
questionably one of the mosy gift¬ 
ed club teams in the world, are vet¬ 
erans of Cup-Ue football having ba¬ 
ttled successfully through last yea¬ 
rs eliminations to win at Wembley, 
made it through this year s League 
Cup field to go down in extra time 
to Liverpool in the final* plus their 
experience in the rigorous Europ¬ 
ean sector. If Spurs were not alre¬ 
ady familiar enough with the Wem¬ 
bley turf* they revisited the ground 
early in the season foi the Charity 
Shield dash with Ashton Villa. 

By contrast, few trophte's have gr¬ 
aced the shelves of QPR’s headqua¬ 
rters at Loftus Road, Shepherds 
Bush. The small West London club 
had a memorable year in 1966 - 67 
when they won the division three 
championship and League Cup 
double* The irresponsible Rodney 
Marsh led the campaign to maint¬ 
ain a reputation that QPR have 
forged.

Venables learned much during the 
great Bill Nicholson's reign at Spur's 
and he would love to forge a simil¬ 
ar reputation at Loftus Road, The 
club's secret ary is Jim Gregory, re¬ 
garded as one of the real thinkers 
behind English football. His sugge¬ 
stion then was that the principal 
West London dubs - Chelsea, QPR 
and Fulham - might one day conte¬ 
mplate amalgamation to rationalise 
support, finances and playing stre¬ 
ngth.
